He was born in Coblenz, 
Rhenish Prussia, June 1, 1827, and was educated at the 
college of his native city, in which institution his father 
was at that time a teacher. In 1846 he was accepted as a 
volunteer apprentice in the Department of Public Works 
of the government, on the staff of the chief engineer, in 
charge of locks and canals for the improvement of the 
River Luhn. While employed in this capacity he was

Minden Ry., which he accepted. In 1848 he was made 
Assistant Engineer in charge of construction of a division 
and took special supervision of the construction of a 
large stone arch bridge over the River Lippe. In May, 
1850, he came to America, and in 1851 secured a position 
on a topographical and geological survey in Connecticut. 
In December of the same year he entered the service of 
the Steubenville & Indiana R. R., the original predecessor 
of the present Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis 
Ry., and was successively draftsman, topographer and 
assistant engineer in charge of construction until the 
completion of the line in 1855. From 1856 to 1858 he 
served as Engineer of the Board of Public Works of the 
State of Ohio. and from 1859 to 1861 was engaged on the 
Marietta & Cincinnati R. R. in revising the location of 
the eastern part of its line, and in preliminary surveys 
for its western extension. During 1862 he was again con- 
nected with the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis Ry., 
and took charge of the construction of the Ohio River 
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bridge at Steubenville. In 1863 he returned to the Mari 
etta & Cincinnati R. R., and during 1864 and 1865 built 
its western extension from Loveland to Cincinnati. In 
1886 he made a series of surveys for railways in the pe- 
troleum fields of western Hie was appointed 
Chief Engineer of the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis 
Ry. in the early part of 1867 and continued to hold the 
office until last year, when he was appointed to the posi- 
tion which he held at the time of his death. He was 
elected a member of the American Society of Civil Engi 
neers on Aug. 7, 1872, and was its President during 1889 
and 1890. He was also a member of the Engineers’ So 
ciety of Western Pennsylvania, of which society he has 
been Vice-President and a director. A portrait and bio 
graphical notice of Mr. Becker were published in our issu:

SOCIETY FOR THE PROMOTION OF ENGINEERING 
EDUCATION.—The fourth annual meeting was held at 
Buffalo, N. Y.. The president, Prof. Mansfield Merriman, 
of Lehigh University, was in the chair, and about 30 
members were present. An abstract of the president’s ad- 
dress was given in our issue of Aug. 20. After this ad- 
dress, Prof. J. Galbraith, of Toronto, presented the re- 
port of the committee on ‘Uniformity of Symbols for En- 
gineering Text Books,’’ of which Prof. I. O. Baker, of 
the University of Illinois, is chairman. This was only a 
progress report, and the committee was continued in of- 
fice with instructions to report more at length next year, 
at the fifth annual meeting. Prof. Thomas Gray, of the 
Rose Polytechnic Institute, read a paper on ‘‘Agreement 
on Definition of Engineering Terms,”’ in which he con- 
tended that too much technicality detracted from any en- 
gineering text-book, that it was better to lengthen the 
book, if need be, and give the meaning of the writer in 
plain, unmistakable language than to use such a number 
of comyaratively unfamiliar scientific words as to neces- 
sitate frequent reference to a table of scientific terms. 

After a discussion, mainly endorsing the writer’s views 
Prof. F. P. Spaulding, of Cornell University, read a paper 
on “Seminary Methods as Applied to Engineering Sub- 
jects."” The last paper of the morning was presented by 
Prof. F. O. Marvin, of the University of Kansas, “‘An 
Exper'ment in the Conduct of Field Practice."’

LITERARY MAGAZINES.—Most of the magazines and 
reviews which have reached us this month are full of 
good things, but their general lack of articles on scien- 
tific subjects show that they were intended more espe- 
cially for summer reading. 

‘“‘Seribner’s’’ has an illustrated article on ‘‘Country 
Roads,’’ by Frank French, designed to bring out their 
artistic actualities and possibilities. The text is inter- 
esting, but some of the illustrations are poor. In ‘‘Harp- 
er’s’’ there is an illustrated article entitled ‘‘A Summer 
Among Cliff Dwellers,’ by T. Mitchell Prudden. The 
section treated of lies at or near the point where Colo- 
rado, Utah, Arizona and New Mexico meet, but more es- 
pecially in the Ute Indian Reservation in southwestern 
Colorado. 

The “Century” has an article on “‘The Gold Fields of 
Guiana, An Arizona Miner’s Experience in the Disputed 
Territory,’ by Thos. Dalgleish, and another on ‘‘The 
Bicycle Outlook,’’ by Isaac B. Potter. Two of the points 
discussed in the latter article are cycle paths and bi- 
cycles as baggage. On the latter point the writer is of the 
opinion that under the common law the railways could 
be compelled to carry bicycles without charge, citing 
some court decisions on the general subject of what con- 
stitutes baggage. Mr. Potter seems to think that rail- 
way managers in general will eventually become con- 
vinced, as some of them have been from the start, that 
it is for their interest to carry bicycles as baggage on ac- 
count of the increased travel which will result. 

“Appleton’s Popular Science Monthly” has ap article 
by Prof. J. A. Udden on the ‘“‘Dust and Sand Storms of the 
West,”’ in which an attempt is made to present from 
fragmentary sources of information, for the most part, 
some of the physical characteristics of such storms. 

The editor takes Lerd Kelvin (Sir Wm. Thompson) to 
task for characterizing as a failure his efforts to increase 
his knowledge of some phases of science, as he did in 
his remarks at the occasion of the jubilee celebration 
tendered him at Glasgow University last June. In the 
course of his speech he said: 

One word characterizes the most strenuous of the ef- 
forts for the advancement of science that I have made 
during 55 years; that word is failure. I know no more ef 
electric and magnetic force, or of the relation between 
ether, electricity and ponderable matter, or of chemical 
affinity, than I tried to teach my students 5) years ago 
in my first session as professor. 

Lord Kelvin followed these words with some others of 
a more cheerful tone, relating to ‘‘the exquisitely bene- 
ficent applications of science to the use of mankind with 
which these 50 years have so abounded.’’ 

The editor thinks that the words regarding failure 
struck a false note, inasmuch as the one object of the 
great scientists’ life had not been to solve these mysteries. 

“The Plague of City Noises’’ fs treated briefly and in 
some but not in all respects quite sensibly in the ‘‘North 
American Review’’ by Dr. J. H. Girdner. Asphalt pave- 
ments, accompanied with noiseless (or fess noise) man- 
holes; the abolition of street nuisances, the suppression 
of street cries on the part of pedlars and others, and of 
all noises produced by bells, whistles and public clocks; 
the licensing of cats and keeping them within doors; and 
the transportation of music teachers with their pupils, 
and Fourth of July celebrants and their explosives, to 
the country are some of the reasonable and unreasonable 
suggestions in the article. The author concludes with a 
suggestion for the formation of a Society for the Preven- 
tion of Noise, which should make a study of city noises 
and try to secure the adoption of measures for the sup- 
pression of such as are unnecessary. 

In the English reviews for August the following ar- 
ticles may be named: ‘‘The New French Naval Program,”’ 
by C. B. Roylance-Kent, in the ‘‘Fortnightly;"’ and “‘Life 
in the Moon,”’ by Prince Kropotkin, in the ‘‘Nineteenth 
Century.’"’ In the latter article a number of indications 
of vegetable life, recently discovered or described, are 
set forth in an interesting manner.

The 
car ferryboat is 350 ft. long, 56 ft. beam and 36 ft. deep, 
and will be a twin screw steamer, capable of transporting 
30 loaded cars. 


THE SILEX INSULATION CO., 39 Courtlandt St., New 
York city, has patented a process of insulating electric 
wires by means of pulverized white quartz. The hare 
wire is placed inside an iron pipe and the pulverized 
quartz is filled in between the wire and the pipe. The 
quartz or silicon dioxide is nearly insoluble except 
in hydrofluoric acid, as it is a non-conductor of 
electricity and fuses with difficulty in the 
oxyhydrogen flame, qualities which command it as 
an insulator. The company claims that this method ot 
insulation is especially adapted to house wiring and to 
long distance transmission.
